have with us every year, in steadily in- 
creasing volume, a great mass of ills in 
our body politic, introduced therein by 
the precipitatiou of a huge mass of 
foreign voters who know little about 
our institutions and care even less. 
The readers of The Century cannot 
have forgotten the impressive article 
on this subject, entitled ‘Safeguards 
of the Suffrage,” written by Dr. Wash- 
ington Gladden, which we published in 
February, 1889. The argument of that 
article was that we must restrict the 
suffrage by improving our naturaliza- 
tion laws in the direction of placing 
more severe requirements and a longer 
period of residence upon the aliens de- 
siring admission to citizenship, and 
that we must also limit the bestowment 
of it upon natives themselves by requir- 
ing more intelligence and character on 
their part as requisites for its exercise. 
We have no doubt whatever that if 
these ideas could be carried into effect, 
—that is, embodied in law,—a vast im- 
provement in our political condition 
would be the result; but the trouble is 
that the politicians, who are our mas- 
ters in such things,—save during the 
rare and fleeting moments in which the 
people become sufficiently indignant to 
assert their supremacy,—would not 
willingly consent to the changes. A 
great deal may be accomplished, so far 
as the ‘foreign-born voters are con- 
cerned, by restricting the number, and 
sifting the quality, of the immigrants, 
thus making the general average of 
new citizens from that quarter better; 
and it may be that this isabout all we 
can hope to accomplish at present. 
Still, public sentiment is aroused on 
the subject, and when once a begin- 
ning has been made in the right direc- 
tion, a great deal more may be accom- 
plished than now seems probable.— 
Century.

Prayer in. Nature. 


Dwight L. Moody, the eminent re- 
vivalist, reached New York last Satur- 
day, from his late campaign in Great 
Britain. He had a thrilling story to 
narrate concerning the escap@ of the 
steamer ‘‘Spree,” in which he first em- 
barked for home, but which was obliged 
to put back to port, after having pre- 
ceeded about 1000 miles westward into 
the Atlantic. Its machinery broke, 
and two of its compartments became 
filled with water. After many days of 
anxiety, the 700 passengers were safely 
landed, and then the captain relieved 
his mind by saying that if a storm had 
arisen they would all inevitably have 
gone to the bottom. During the season 
of suspense, Mr. Moody held prayer- 
meetings on shipboard, and he is now 
quoted as claiming that these devotional 
exercises saved the steamer and its liv- 
ing cargo. 

There can not be a reasonable ques- 
tion, in the face of the testimony of 
myriads of witnesses, that prayer is an 
instrument of incalculable comfort and 
benefit to the human spirit. One might 
as well deny the attraction of gravita- 
tion, or the effect of warmth and sun- 
light on vegetation, or any other indis- 
putable fact. But the attraction of 
gravitation will not operate on a man’s 
thoughts; it is only applicable to ma- 
terial things. And heat and light will 
not cause a stone to germinate or bear. 
fruit; there must be a living principle 
on which they can exert their power. 

Just so it is no disparagement of the 
efficacy of prayer to say that it is prob- 
ably restricted to the spiritual realm. 
The laws of Nature are not continually 
interrupted, in response to feeble man’s 


petitions. This would be a reversion 
to primal chaos. The assumption that 
prayer changes the course of physical 
events involves this dilemma: either 
man thereby leads the Deity to improve 
upon His plans by altering them to ac- 
quiesce in the prayer, or else «a worse 
plan is substituted for a »better, to re- 
ward an act of faith. ther of these 
conclusions appears reconcilable with 
the revelation ef God in the New Testa- 
ment. Jesus gave His disciples a form 
of prayer, and (with a single recogni- 
tion of dependence on Providence for 
‘necessary bread’’), every one of its 
petitions relates to moral benefactions. 
There have been many remarkable co- 
incidences, no doubt, in apparent re- 
sponse to prayer. This is as true 1n hea- 
then lands as elsewhere. The difficulty 
is to distinguish between post hoc and 
propter hoc. A coincidence may exist, 
independently of any connection of 
cause and effect. Prayer is useful, 
prayer is essential toa Christian life; 
but its function is spiritual rather than 
physical. 

Mr. Moody is a good man, and his 
labors have been remarkably crowned 
with success in reaching the hearts of 
those whom he has addressed. Never- 
theless he is not of course infallible in 
all his opinions, and in this case we 
think he has erred. His prayers have 
doubtless saved many wayward souls 
from pursuing a downward course; but 
that is a different matter altogether 
from preventing storms at sea and sav- 
ing a steamship from foundering. In 
becoming Christians we need not cease 
to be intelligent students of the world 
around us; and the sooner the laws of 
prayer, with their limitations, are un- 
derstood, the sconer will one occasion 
for doubt and infidelity be removed.

Hon. Amos Abbott. 


HIS PORTRAIT WILL HANG IN MEMO- 
RIAL HALL, 


Ata meeting of the Trustees of Memo- 
rial Hall, Tuesday night, the following 


-vote-was_passed : 


“That the Board-accepts_the portrait 
of Hon. Amos Abbott, a former distin- 
guished citizen of Andover, offered by 
his son, William A. Abbott, Esq., of Bos- 
ton, with thanks to that gentleman for 
his consideration in presenting the same 
on such favorable terms and to the gen- 
tlemen of Andover who have generously 
subscribed to the fund requisite for pro- 
curing it. se aa GON 

That the treasurer be requested to at- 
tend to the transportation of the por- 
trait and to hanging it in the Memorial 
Hall.” : 

That the facts-whichled-to the above 
action might be better known the Towns- 
‘MAN reporter was permitted to read let- 
ters frow Mr. William Abbott to Moses 
Foster, Esq. From these it seems that 
William A. Abbott, the only survivor of 
Hon, Ainos Abbott, a former répresenta- 
tive to Congress and a distinguished cit- 
izen of this town, purchased the portrait 
from the administrator of the estate of 
his sister. On making known his desire 
to Mr. Foster to. have the town of And- 
over possess the portrait, the latter re- 
ferred to the Memorial Hall as the proper 
place for it, Mr. Abbott did not feel 
able to met the full expense of its pur- 
chase, but offered to present it to the 
town for $50.; a sum thuch ‘tess than 
its real value. Mr. Foster, who was hear: 
tily in sympathy with the idea of pur- 
chasing it, opened a subscription: paper 
and the amount was soon subscribed in 
sums of five dollars each by well- 
known gentlemen, and the matter laid 
before the Trustees of Memorial Hall 
with the above mentioned result. 

The portrait, which is handsomely 
framed, was painted about the year 1841 
when Mr. Abbott was about 55 years of 
age by Thomas Buchanan Reed, the poet 
artist. It is said to be an excellent like- 
ness, : 

It is very fitting that this portrait 
should hang beside other distinguished 
Andover men in the Memorial Hall, and 
the thanks of the town are due Mr. Ab- 
bott, Mr, Fostor and the other gentlemen 
who aided financially, for their interestin 
the matter. 


City Elections. 

Last week and this, the 380 cities in 
Massachusetts engaged in their annual 
elections. Boston has chosen Mayor 
Matthews for a third term, although by 
a decreased majority. The vote on li- 
cense in that city was very close, ‘‘yes”’ 
having a majority of only 1148, out of 
a total of 62,192. This, in face of the 
fact that the saloons all closed, and the 
liquor-sellers worked hard and spent a 
great deal of money, was a surprising 
result. And yet there are seme peo- 
ple who say that the liquor-men prefer 
anti-license, because it means ‘free 
rum’! Cambridge for the seventh 
consecutive year went for no-license. 
Mayor Alger, Democrat, who ran for a 
third term, was defeated. Lowell has 
followed the example of Lawrence, in 
selecting a Republican for mayor, after 
two years of Democratic rule; but it 
adherss to license, as heretofore (with 
a single exception) since the prohibi- 
tory law was repealed. Salem gave 
Mayor Rantoul (Rep.) a third ‘term, 


but it wheeled into the no-license col- 
umn. Newburyport had the excep- 
tional experience of having only one 
candidate for mayor—Orrin J, Gurney, 
Republican—and,heavily favored no- 
license. Medford for the first time 
since it acquired the dignity of a city 
chose its chief magistrate, in the per- 
son of Gen. S. C. Lawrence (Rep.). 
The majority of the cities went against 
license—which is a great gain over 
some years ago. This indicates a de- 
cided advance in public sentiment 
along moral lines. 


Lecture at South Church. 


The lecture at the South Church vestry 
Tuesday night for the benefit of the chil- 
dren’s musical club was well patronized 
and very interesting. The subject was 
“Bedouin Life and Ancieut ruins beyond 
the Jordan,” and it was well treated by 
Rev. Dean Walker of Auburndale, who 
taught three years in the Assyrian Prot- 
estant College in Beyrout and who has 
also made many journeys through the 
Holy Land, His collection of pictures, 
which were exhibited with the magic 
lantern, is the only one in existence, be- 
ing obtained ata great risk in places in- 
fested with fierce robbers. The lecture 
was really a narrative of Mr. Walker's ex- 
perience in a trip from Jerusalem to 
Damascus, A picture showing how the 
dogs:live in large numbers around every 
Eastern city, was quite interesting. 
They are the scavengers and sure to 
keep away pestilence. -In the East also 
they seem to turn things around, pulling 
a saw through the wood instead of push- 
ing, reading in the opposite direction 
from us and wearing extra clothing in 
the summer.

of the New England Conservatory, and 
Miss Caroline Clarke of Boston. Mr. Fael- 
ten who has not played in Andover for 
some years was warmly welcomed, and 
as usual charmed by his crisp and abun- 
dant technique, exquisite touch, fire, 
force, and the poetical beauty of his in- 
terpretation. ' 

Miss Clarke’s singing, always charac- 
‘terized by nobility and power, indicated

men to enter into the life of the people 
and understand their needs intelligently, 
it will do more for the development of 
social interests than anything else.

Forest Planting. 

In the coal regions of Pennsylvania 
nearly every piece of available timber 
has been cut away to form props for the 
archways and for various other uses in 
connection with coal mining. Nearly 
every stick and every piece of plank 
used in these regions now all have to be 
brought from a distance. The Girard 
estate has endeavored to solve the pro- 
blem by making some small plantations 
asatest. Might years ago a large num- 
ber of larches and Scotch pines were 
planted; plow furrows were simply 
driven through the underbrush growing 
up where the old forests had been cut 
away, and one-year-old seedling larches 
and pines planted. The larches now 
average some seventeen or eighteen feet 
high, and are particularly healthy and 
thrifty. There can be no doubt, from 
these experiments, that forest planting 
in these regions would be an undoubted 
success. 

It may be noted that the larch was 
the most popular of forest trees in the 
early planting on the western prairie, 
but the leaves were attacked by a fun- 
gus; the timber therefore did not prop- 
erly mature. It finally fell into dis- 
favor for forest planting. On these early 
experiments the larch hassuffered much 
in reputation, but it must be remem- 
bered that the western prairies furnish 
unfavorable conditions for the larch, 


It is a mountain tree, one thriving in . 


comparatively poor soils, and the low 
altitude and rich earth of western. prai- 
ries were entirely foreign to its nature. 

The Girard plantings are some 1,400 
or 1,500 feet above the level of the sea; 
these are the conditions of its own home, 
and the remarkable healthiness of these 
trees shows that they appreciate the po- 
sition in which they find themselves.— 
Meehan’s Monthly. 


One Man’s Pessimism.

NEw BEDFORD, Mass., Dec. 15.—Litiga- 
tion over the estate of the late William 
Foley, a North End merchant, is about to 
be begun. Catherine Foley will place evi- 
dence ina lawyer’s hands which she be- 
lieves will lead her to be recognized as the 
legal wife of the deceased William Foley. 
She claims that she was married in Black- 
burn, Eng., in 1860, Two years afterward, 
during the cotton panic, she claims her 
husband came to America. She received 
a letter saying ber husband intended 
making America his home, and which 
also said that out of sight meant out of 
mind.

Two Boston Women May Lose Thair

Boston, Dev. 15.—Three young ladies 
were nearly crushed to death at the Mav- 
erick street crossing of the Boston and 
Maine railroad in East Boston, One of 
the young ladies escaped» without injury, 
but the two others were seriously if not 
fatally injured.

A DIABOLICAL PLOT. 


Alleged. Wholesale Poisoning of Neon- 
Union Men at Homestead. 


PITTSBURG, Dec. 12.—A Sunday paper 
published a startling story of a conspiracy 
to poison by wholesale the non-union men 
at the Carnegie steel plant in Homestead.

Brought Out from’ a Ruined Mine—Aw- 
ful Scenes in an English Town. 


Lonpon, Dec. 15.—A fearful explosion 
occurred av tne pam x uiong colliery, 
Wigan, and many lives have been lost. 

Hundreds of women and children sur- 
round the mouth of the mine, waiting 
anxiously for news of fathers, husbands, 
brothers and sons. Some of the women 
volunteered to assist in the work of res- 
cue, but their assistance was not required. 

Despite the efforts to extinguish the 
fire the flames spread to the engine house, 
at the head of the air tunnel. This 
stopped the pumping of aia into 
the mine and added greatly to the 
peril of those who were in the pit. The 
fire was not subdued until 5 o’clock, Some 
little time after, the bodies of twenty of 
the miners who had been suffocated by 
the noxious gases geuerated in the mine 
after the explosion, were brought to the 
surface by the rescuing parties. Though 
the work is extremely dangerous, the ex- 
ploration of the works is continued.in the 
hope that some of the miners in the pit at 
the time of the explosion, may have 
reached places of safety, where they are 
awaiting the approach of the rescuers. 


IN A BAD PLIGHT. 
Consul McCrillis’ Credentials Were in 
One of the Seized Valises. 


Boston, Dec. 14.—Rausom F. McCrillis 
of Salem, who sailed from Hoboken, 
N. J., on Saturday, as United States con- 
sul to Denia, Spain, after having his bag- 
gage and overcoat seized for debt, isina 
worse plight than was at first expected. 
The baggage was seized within five min- 
utes of the time the ship on which Mr. 
McCrillis was to sail left her dock,and the 
consul went on without it. Upon exam- 
ination of the baggage it has been found 
that one of the valises contains his cre- 
dentials, so the consul will be unable to 
prove his identity when he reaches his 
destination. 


A Suspicion of Murder,

Medals Awarded to Davis & Furber. 


Two medals have been awarded to the 
Davis & Furber Machine Co. for their 
exhibit at Mechanica Fair, Boston: A 
gold medal was given the patent napping 
machine, concerning which the com- 
mittes on machinery offers the following 
recommendation: 


‘This is a superior machine. The dis- 
tinguishing feature which places it at 
the head of napping mavhines‘is that the 
napping rollers are-driven by gearin 
The success of napping by wire depends 
on the perfect control of the apred of 
rolls. This is attained by driving the 
rolls by gears which will not slip. In 
this machine the small rollérs are geared 
positively to the main shaft of the 
machine. Variations of speed of the 
small rollers is—effected._by change of | 
gears. It is necessary to changé'but one 
gear to change the speed, The range of 
the machine is great, as gears are fur- 
nished adapted to any fabric. It is also 
capable of making a large product, as it 
is not necessary to reduce the speed of 
the cloth to secure any desired nap, and 
it gives a uniform nap.”’ _ 


The new mixing picker machine re- 
ceived the silver medal. The statement 
of the committee concerning this was: 


‘*This machine is of superior construc- 
tion in all results, It has no drawer 
under the feed apron to be taken out. 
Droppings are removed from ¥ither side, 
the apertures for this purpose being un- 
usually large, which facilitates*removal 
of dirt and cleaning of rack. The rack is so 
made as to offer least surface forgaecumu- 
lation of grease, is hinged at ox end, and 
has provisions for swinging it: up and 
down conveniently by means of a crank. 
The rack can all be thrown away from 
main cylinder for the purpose of clean- 
ing.
